1 . AMBASSADOR RYDBECK TELLS ME THAT SYG HAS ASKED HIM 
TO CONTINUE HIS MISSION AND SPECIFICALLY TO BE PREPARED, 

IF NECESSARY, TO UNDERTAKE A VISIT TO ALGIERS, POSSIBLY 
AS SOON AS MARCH 7. AT WALDHEIM'S REQUEST, RYDBECK SAID 
HE HAD HELD SEPARATE CONVERSATIONS HERE OVER LAST COUPLE 
DAYS WITH REPRESENTATIVES OF ALGIERS, MAURITANIA AND 
MOROCCO. ALGIERS WAS FULL OF BITE, MAURITANIA WAS PASSIVE, 
AND MOROCCO TOOK POSITION RATHER SHARPLY THERE NO NEED FOR 
FURTHER INITIATIVE BY SYG OR HIS AGENT. 

2. RYDBECK COMMENTED THAT HE DID NOT BELIEVE THERE WAS 
MUCH POSSIBILITY OF HIS BEING ABLE TO ACCOMPLISH ANYTHING, 
EVEN THROUGH A TRIP TO ALGIERS. HE IS PREPARED, HOWEVER, 

IF ASKED, TO DO SO AND CONSIDERS HE HAS NO ALTERNATIVE 
BUT TO CONTINUE COOPERATION WITH WALDHEIM DESPITE HIS VERY 
SLIM HOPE OF BEING ABLE TO BRING ANYTHING OFF. 
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
